The words of t'hincellor Kent, in giving nn 
aeceunt of thia judgment, are —

he agninal every principle of ju-t interpretation to hold 
theui I'litiijjuishoii hv the event uf nar. They rerive

boons be ntsde. 

If any person, alter rending Ihese passages, 
douhia that the great American authnriile* on 
the law of nsiiuns hold that treaties con- 
templating a permanent arrangement of national 
light* *rc nut cxlinguishcii by war, 1 citnfea* 
that thrii idons nnd mine aa to the meaning of 
woetie hnist bo fiindamenlalEy difl'-rcnt. I can 
only account For your curious error in giving a 
conjunctive inaiend of a disjunctive force to the 
word and, which in iho original judgment, pte. 
cedes the sentence touching a provision for an 
intervening wtit, hv suppu.mg (hut you have 
umittrd th eonsult Wheuton anil Kent, who have 
ahown their true undemanding of th* passage 
by using the word or in its place. Un a verbal 
distinction of this kind it is impossible lo hire a 
more eoneiusive authority thin the commentary 
or the reporter himself. Thai the treaty of 
Kainardji did "contemplate a permanent ar- 
rangement of n national light," I suppose yon 
Kill not dispute. When, therefore, jnn contend 
that it is extinguished, you maintain a propo- 
sition that has been judicially condemned by 
Ihe greatest American lawyers, and perhaps Ihe 
higbeat aatholitiea on qucatiuna of in'.ernalional 
law. 

Your attempt to dispose oT I.oul Ftlenbo. 
nog-, i* not much mors successful. When you 
elaborately argue lhat in the judgment lo which 
t hare Telerred in n Maule and Eel wyn there 
were many poinls w hich have no application to 
the quel -ion it prcs»nt in ins ue, you a inert what 
I have never denied, and what has no bearing 
at all upon the discussion in hand. To the ma- 
terial part of the judgment yuu have attempted 
no reply. When 1 affirmed lhat Lnrd Ellen, 
borough's judgment went lo thc root of ths 
whole quest inn, I referred lo that part of 
it in which he overrules a dictum of Vatlel, 
that incoTjinrcal rights ate the subject 
of capture in tsar. If incorporeal 
righla aro not the subject of capture 
in war, there is no shadow of a founda ion Tor 
tbenotien that treaties are in any way dissolved 
by war. I'roperty which has been captured in 
war remains, in the absence of an es<prc»s resti- 
tution, lbs property of the raplor on the rcstora. 
lion of peace. All other properly, whether 
corporeal or incorporeal, icmains as it was before 
the war. The e ror into which you have fallen 
is exactly that which L'nl rltenborough con- 
demned — lhat ihe breaking out of war permit* 
either party to eonti'Cate ihe Tight* which the 
other may have over in tcrri ory. its property, or 
iia privileges. Puch a right a* the treaty of 
Kainardji gives to lluwia over Turkey is an in- 
corporeal light, vrsting in contract, exactly of 
ihe same ehararter ns a public debt between two 
Slate*. It mat:e r* nothing whether a right ia 
created by an ciprc*» contract like a treaty, ar 
hy a eohttnet implied in the act of borrowing 
and lending. There is no beticT fbunlation in 
law or in rea>on for thc repudiation of one than 
of Ihe oiltef. As neich.tr nf them is reducer] into 
possession, Ihey boih lie in the original con- 
tract, whit-b nothing that ha. occurred has any 
lone or tendency to dissolve. And ihis is the 
distinction whitth Lord Kllon borough has pointed 
out between incorporeal rig his, whicn can never 
come into the hands of the belligerent antagonist, 
and corporeal properly, of which the property is 
alteiwd by a change of possession, Thia diaiinc 
tion.Ta 1 have before observed, is conclusive as 
tu the principle »: i*s it, and show? incontegta- 
bly that war has no effect to dissolve incorporeal 
rights given by treaty, mcli a* lha protectorate 
secured to Hufiti by the treaty of Kainanlji. 

■ he whole or thc elaborate historical disqni. 
sition wliuh jou hjve raised on the treaty of 
Ulrecht is, hy your own admissions, wholly 
irrelevant to the diacuuion. You admit in 
your article of December 17, lhat your doctrine 
i. incompatible with the language used by 
more than one emincn' s'slesman in Ihe corres- 
pondence which took plnte in lf)4d with respect 
to thc Spai ish marriages." li M. (JuiiOt and 
i.oul i'ulmcr.ton asaerted," you add, " and M. 
Isiurita admitied. that thc stipulation* made at 
the peace of were still binding on Prance 

:tvnl >[>nin. r-.o - " i'li-liiri lio^ the non renewal nf 
the treaty of I7n;s, either at Amicna, or at Paris, 
or at Vienna." It is true lhat you very eon 
firlen'ly a.aert that Lord I'almeraton ia wholly 
ignorant of what yuu call ihe orthodox princi- 
ples of diplomacy, and that yuu ptoeeed to 
lectufe M, Uuiiot Tor hi* want of acqaalnlatne* 
wilh the moat notorious iticitlents in the hislor' 
of France. Yuu must eieus* mo if I decline 
to follow you into the intercsiing. but wholly 
irrelevant, inquiry, whether " the real point in 
dispute might have been imintainnd *nd con- 
irovrrted wilhout the as <rrliun lhat the treaty 
was in exittsnce." It is encugh for my pur- 
pose that these statesmen did not either main- 
tain ot controvert the point on any other ground 



than that on which I ban insisted, via., that a 
treaty hot renewed in three successive trealiea 
of peace mill survives in »U ji, original force. 
I hare always challenged you to meet my argu- 
ment upon thia point of the treaty of Ctracht,

I can hardty, I own, repress a smile *t >our 
■ssertion, that '• the debttes in l'ntliamc:!t on 
the treaty of Amims arc conclu.iive as lo the 
extinction of the treaty of Utrecht." Ihit eeem* 
to me very much tike e*ying that a general 
romour twenty yeim ngo ihat a mun was dead 
is a con'lusive proof lha; he cannot now be 
alive, though we see him walk into the innm. 
i ou have yourself, in your article of Hecember 
17, given the (rue answer to Ihe unsupported 
Opposition dicta of I^otd Urenvillc and Mr, 
Whdhnm, when you aay, <■■ y von the high 
aulhorily nf the uluueamen lvhom we have 
named wuuld boinsufficientto overrule the prac 
ticc of nitiuns and Iho theory of jurists." I his 
letter has already reached aueh a length that 1 
wi 1 not trespass on yrmr indulgence by enr- 
r -t:ing all the numeroua inaccuracies into which 
you have Mien in jour account of that debate ; 
especially as iJi<j tran-.iclions oriSltlhive made 
any commentary on that discussiin superfluous. 
By a singular inversion of reasoning you 
argue th'it the loose opinions of a tortious 
minority in an opprtsitkrj dwbate ore of foTco 
to invaliJale thc solemn acrs nf three gr;at 
European States put in force forty years aftet- 
wards. Whereas, the true argument ij, that 
the formtl recognili in nf the exit'nnco of the 
irctily of Utrecht by Kngland, h'rance, ami 
Bptittt in ISiO, is a cl-ar proof lh*l Lord Oren- 
villo won mi.laksn in supposing that U was 
extinguialied in 1S02, The protest of England, 
in the name of the treaty of Utrecht, recognised 
by h ranco and Spain, is csaclly that " pi nt-tice 
nf Mllieat" wliirb. being founded on ttic 
"theory of jurists," cannot, as you vcrv pro- 
perly hnv#i jhserved, " be overruled by the opi- 
niott nf aiatcsmen, however eminent ;" though 
even if it were not a qtiesican of the formal acts 
of nalions, but of the opinions nr rivul aulhori 
ties. I ilonot knntv thaL M, (luiajt and Li td 
Palmers ton would lose anything h such a 
question hy comparison even with Lord Urcn 
vitle and Mr, W indham ; especially when the 
opinions or the last mentioned statesman were 
expressly condemned at lha lime by Lord 
Auckland and Lord Kldon. 

One point more, an'! 1 have dona. I have 
heard it urged, though you ar* too well in- 
formed on the question to have advanced the 
opinion, that there are points of diri'inction 
which do not make the revival of the treaty of 
Ulrecht completely conclusive on the point. 
Pereons not well informed on lha matter labour. 
1 know, under the mistaken idea that the treaty 
nf Utrecht won a tripartita treaty betweun 
France, Ktiglaml, and Strain. Such not thc 
fu*t_ The contracting Powers to the treaty of 
Utrecht were France nnd Knglond aione. The 
renunciation of the King or Spain, it is true, 
is, as an independent ducnm-nl, embodied 
in the treaty ; hut aa Lord Palmeraton, 
in the citie*pondcnce, Justly obserred, 
the renunciation aubsi.ta solely hy virtue of thc 
treaty on which it is engrafted. And if it be 
suggested that there was anything peculiar in 
lha character of ihe provi-iom of the treaty of 
Ulrecht which should give them an exceptional 
permanence, I may be allowed to point out lhat, 
in the treaty of peace concluded at Paris on 
May 30, 18H, between France and Piusaia, it 
wu thought necessary expressly lo abo ish Ihe 
truly of Bale of April S, 1T93, that of Tilaltof 
July !J. 1807, and the Conreniion of Paris, 
Repiember 20, 1808. In referring lo thia trsns- 
aelion, you have by an oversight completely 
misrepresented the nature of this transaction. 
The expression in thc original i*, " Quoique 
lu conventions et aelu aoient deji annullei de 
fait pur Ir premti tralte," By translating this 
" though ihe treaties ate ipte fai-lo annulled," 
and entirely nmilling the words kg the pretrnl 
Irmly, you hive completely altered the whole 
sense of the passage. Head in its true meaning 
this is what it affirms, lhat though the provisions 
of th* present treaiy are incompatible, with, nnd 
consequently have superseded, tlinse of the 
above-mentioned Conventions, yet it ia thought 
necessary expressly to abrogate them. A 
stronger proof, perhaps, it w.iuld be impossible 
to desire of the opinion entertained by thu nego- 
tiatcr* of 1*11 of the effect or war between 
France and Prussia upon such a treaty a* that 
ofTilait 

Seeing, then, that it wns essential ;*s in fact 
you admit) to your argument to shots that lha 
treaiy of Ulrecht was extinct, and seeing that 
you have totally fail-il to do so except by altri. 
Im t ing want of experience lo Lord I'almerston, 
and want of knowledge to M. (Juizot, whom 
you describe u a " loose reaaoncr," and an 
abettor of" new-fangled doctrines," 1 may fairly 
pronounce lhat your poailion litis wholly brok»n 
down. Upon the general principle of law that 
a contract cannot be dissolved hy anything but 
the mutual consent of lliu parties, or hy a 
breach of that contract by one of them, it is 
clear that treaties cannot be extinguished except 
by ihe cgrecment ol ih • contracting powers, or by 
a breach of one or more stipulations of the par- 
ticular treaties hy one of the parties to it. The 
presumption, therefore, is lhat if nothing 
appear* nn the face or Ihe Ircily to show lhat 
it was intended to Mptre by the commencement 
of host i I itie*, and if no hreach has been made 
of it* stipulations, its obligitioiia ate oaty *u* 
pended during war, and continue to subsist un- 
impaired on the restoration of peace. This is 
the simple dociriao, perlectly consistant with 
reason and justice, which I hod always under* 
stood to be ihnt laid down by the tax: writers, 
ind to hare been adipted in tbo practice of 
nations, Aa the elaborate discussion which you 
hare Permitted me to raise on this qnc-lion 
hat only tended further to illuitrate and enfuree 
these posiiiona, and as all the ingenuity 
and research which you hare ex ended on them 
hu wholly failed to impcath them, or even to 
east any reasonable doubt on their soundness, I 
may conclude that if your ahiliiy and learning 
hare not sufficed, it ia only because your cause 
wu deeper*!* from' the first. I cannot withhold 
my admiration from ihe energy an.l 
with which you havo conieuded tingle, 
against a unanimous array of authorities, and 
the undeviating course of international practice. 

As, therefore, it ia clear lhat the treaty uf 
Kainardji is no mora exringuithod by tha wu 
between hussia and Turkey than those of 
Utrecht and 1 ilsit were by lha repealed hosiili 
lies between the contracting paries to I hose 
conventions, it behuvea the iiovimment* of 
Europe seriously lo consider how they will deal 
with a ejuesiioti which the intervals of peice 
demand should be peillcd upon tome permanent

•ideied geographically, since the notinUini were 
brought forth, remain* the *ama ; but considered 
poeialty and politically, miles hare become 
fnrioagi, and fulongs cbainj. 

In contemplating the union of the colonies, 
our impression* will be greatly governed 
by the route which our imagina- 
tion traverser, ia seeking to connect 
(hem. If we go by the Forest route and carry 
our provision in our wallet*, al) idea of union bp 
a probable thing will certainly vanish. letup 
take up Sturt'a travel*, or Leiehhardl'* wander, 
tags, and we may easily fancy ouneleea divided 
by serious obstructions. It is recorded lo the 
honour of Bass, that with in open boat he 
managed to reach Western Port, in the course 
of six weeks. Th* mind ia fatigued when it 
measure* di* lance by following the footstep* of 
thee* gallant bst terde guides -. every mountain 
rise* la view with formidable distinctness ; ereiy

gallant pioneer* who flr.t measured that distance 
past which we seem (u glide. 

Most or our readers will remember th* dit. 
content which prevailed In Victoria prior to the 
*ep*r*tiun. Their union with this Oorern merit 
wa* not deplored on account or national or 
commercial dissimilitude* ; on the contrary, the 
active people of both countries " were allied by 
blond, language, and religion," quite a* much 



as Norfolk and K-ex-mor. than iork.hlre 
and Kent. But Ihe grievance of distance waa 
the mo 4 patent cause of discontent ; communi- 
cation wsa the work of a fortnight; everything 
was referred backward and forward. A warm 
and energetic meeting at Melbourne, full of 
streaming excitement, and burning eloquence, 
and bursting Indignation, and vehement cheer- 
ing, waa, so said the Victorian leaders, a matter 
of amusement at the Club house, and a matter 
of waste paper in the Colonial SecTDtnrv's 
chambers. Distance of lime past by th* aid of 
ita shadow, enlarge* the object pre. 
■anted to the imagination ; but it i* 
very Certain that geographical distance 
diminUhe* th* effect Apolitical demonstration*, 
tnd create* * dispoaiiinn lo neglect and dtspiae 
(hem. How different, however, the relation of 
these colonies to each other now, *nd how will 
that difference be increased wnen th* railroad 
shall place them in communication within twelve 
hour*, that ia practically nearer- throughout the 
intervening districts, than ihtee. fourths of the 
prcaer.t members of out Cn'onial Chamber.) ate 
to the seal* of their respective Legislative duties ! 

It is not protended that any speed will justify 
the delegation of lueal interests to a remote ad- 
ministration, Wo presume that Ihe rapid in- 
tercourse between London nnd Dublin i , not nt 
all likely tn unite their corpnr*tions, or tn make 
their two chief magistrates intoone '■ ord Mayor, 
And an the local cuneerns of Melbourne and 
thna* of Sydney may ever remain perfectly dis- 
tinct. Their ro-nperntion ia only lo be desired 
where their view* anil iulerrnta are identical. 

It is farlitntttc for the Culaniea that their in. 
cre**ing contiguity is attended with nop.rll. 
unless indeed it may in-pirei a love oT travnl 
d anurous to the purse. No Australian falo 
will throw iliiwn itirj vecen-ly plucked fruit 
culled from the soil of s rival at a proof uf dan- 
gerou* contiguity, and eiclaim "such is the 
instance between (he enemy and ue." The 
working cle**e* generally seem to be amitren 
with the luvn of change, and oven the ladies 
move frim colony to colony and from port to 
port with almost us tourh independence a* their 
American si*tei!iooil. If, however, huiiness nnd 
pleasure can prompt the daily inctoaaing intcr- 
rourse, jKiliticul duties can he attended wiili no 
grcat ilifflculty, sliliottgit they mny require some 
•ddilSnnal distance to be traversed. 

In this ihe example of America nitty afford us 
lorn* cncntiragetni'M. Over that vast continent 
a population thinly rcntercd regularly exercises 
those political franchises which *re the basis of 
the natiinal Oovernmcnt, and frum every point 
of the compass their representatives are found 
wending their way to meet the chicr of the na- 
tion, The-phpic.il difficullies in ihe pu'hs of 
these legislator* aro immensely greater than any 
of the colohie* have lo surmount, and whatever 
reasons rnuld inspire their patriotism may be 
utged with undiminished strength on Australians 
*ho aro honoured wilh the choice and confidence 
of their Itritish fellow countrymen. 

Whoever de-irc* the union of the colonic* 
will look with fu our on every well. considered 
project for the extension of railroads, and will 
rejoice if no political or social dissension shall bo 
permitted to ohatruct the realisation of iho«e 
great idea* which art no longer visionary. Con- 
sidered by sober men us not only magnificent, 
but coniiatont wi:b the true't economy,

It Is proposed to deal with 
the rjuestigni seriaflsi, anil then to make auch general 
remark, aa have been elicited in the course of thia 
inquiry, 

" In reply to tbe lint question. Whether a breed of 
■oats omits ui Angora hearing only one dcaeription of 
hairy covering of a silken nneneaa, which can be 
annually clipped i the answers have invariably been 
in the ifurmaiivc.
